The Staff of PENNY-WISE 
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RARE 1794 VARIETY DISCOVERED 
Herbert A. Silberman 

At the September meeting of the New Jersey Numismatic Society, Harry 
Rescigno, who is the Society’s president, brought in a nice new copy of PENNY 
WHIMSY and a large cent. Now Harry is a Colonial buff and a coin dealer, and 
he is a very knowledgeable person. But he had this 1794 cent marked S-25 in 
his hand, which he passed to me, saying that he thought the reverse did not 
match the plate shown in PENNY WHIMSY. 

I bought the coin from him at a fair price, and I looked at the obverse (which 
looked like the Hays 22), then at the reverse (it didn't seem quite right). I flipped 
it back and forth a few times, then told Harry I’d be calling him later in the week 
about the attribution . 

When I got home, I took out the Chapman/Mays plates; and, after studying 
them for a while, I was sure that the reverse wasn't listed. Then I checked with 
the plates in PENNY WHIMSY, and I was convinced. Then I checked my notes 
and recalled that Willard Blaisdell had said something once about such a coin. 

I sent off the coin to Denis Loring, the keeper of the data on the Sheldon 
early dates, and he confirmed the piece as a new specimen of the 1794 NC8. 
Blaisdell 's specimen was the first to be discovered - this is the second! 

Below are pictures of the Rescigno cent. Not bad for these old eyes - first an 
1 800 NC4 - now this - and both in just two months! 

Now will everyone please look at his Sheldon-25 and 26 and check the 
reverse on each!

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ON FILLING THE GRADING GAPS 


Phil Abel 

I wish to applaud George T rostel's recommendation in the July issue of P-W 
regarding the grading of early copper by EAC . Of course, the associated 
problems would be enormous: select a set of grading standards, pick a staff,, 

buy equipment, advertise, etc., to say nothing of competing with AN ACS . 
Acceptance by the numismatic fraternity should not be a problem, unless a "war" 
between EAC and AN ACS resulted. 

When Dr. Sheldon set up his grading system, he called them as he saw them. 
If a coin rated a 7, that's what he gave it. The same is true of all the "in- 
between" numbers which the ANA does not include in its grading standards. 

I understand that to address the entire field of U.S, numismatics and to set stan- 
dards for every number from 1 to 70 would be impossible. Yet EAC could do it 
in its area of expertise . 

In the August 4 issue of COIN WORLD, mention was made of a reader's 
suggestion to abandon the Sheldon-based 1 -to-70 system in favor of a 1 -to-20 
system which would leave no gaps. Since the Sheldon system was selected sis a 
means of assigning value (i.e. basal value x multiplier), it was hoped that 
periodic adjustments to the basal value would keep the system viable. This no 
longer works for large cents, to say nothing of its universal use by ANA. 

As much as I admire Dr. Sheldon for having given us a real grading system, 
we may be impractical in following it to the letter (if he were still alive, he 
might be the first to chance it himself). I confess that I will always want to know 
if my Fine coin is really a 1 2 or a 1 5, or why I am denied use of the designation 
MS64. Perhaps if there were no gaps in the system, I would not know what I was 
missing! 

This, now, is a chance for EAC to show leadership, albeit in the teeth of 
controversy. Other groups could be expected to follow suit; and, as an example, 

I would be glad to send my 1 858 quarter in Good to the Liberty Seated Collectors 
Club for grading. Any organization which has a limited area of expertise should 
be capable of rendering a more "expert" opinion than one which attempts to "do it 
all".

Most coin dealers will be oh-so-glad to tell you that the two-year crash of 
the coin market is finally over, and that prices are on their way up again. With 
a few exceptions (MS63 late dates, 1 793 Wreaths), however, the market for 
half cents and late dates hasn't suffered much, if at all. Early copper is a 
collector-dominated area, pretty much immune to the whims of investors. So 
what happens to large cents when coins in general swing back upwards? Let's

NEW JERSEY COPPER (continued) 

Herbert A. Silberman 

Thanks to James C. Spilman of THE COLONIAL NEWSLETTER, we know 
that the Rigley threepence pieces were struck on local copper. We also know 
that some of the Morristown Jersey cents were made of native ore. The copper 
for the Jersey cents was found laying above ground in lumps of almost pure 
copper throughout that part of New Jersey. However, no one has confirmed as 
yet that any of the 1793-1798 half cents or cents were made of native copper. 

In looking about for further information, I came across a great deal of data 
on Colonial New Jersey counterfeit paper currency. I was not aware that the 
practice was so widespread. In addition to the fraudulent currency made by 
local counterfeiters , it seems that considerable amounts were printed in Dublin, 
Ireland and imported here for distribution in New Jersey, Maryland, aid 
Pennsylvania.

Written by a 1794 Fan 

Mr. Bisecting lived on the E~ast coast in a two-story house with bay windows. 
The windows let in copious amounts of sunlight ideal for viewing his MS67 to 
MS70 brilliant uncirculated, mirror-like Morgan dollars. He always maintained 
two comfortable chairs next to his felt-covered table so that, when his friends 
came over, they could blind themselves with each other's GEM dollars. 

Mr. Bisecting exclaimed, "I have it all, except a really true numismatic 
friend." Mr. Bisecting tried to make friends with other dollar collectors but 
most, with dollar signs in their eyes and grey sheets in their hands, were too busy 
to really be friends. 

One day while Mr. Bisecting was at a large coin show, fie overheard that some 
people who belonged to a targe cent and early copper collectors group, were having 
a regional meeting. He stopped in at the meeting to see what was happening. He 
looked at all the early copper and said, "What garbage you people collect. Most 
of those grimy coins are not even close to BU. They are not advertised by count- 
less dealers and are seldom available in roll quantities." At that point, Mr. 

Double Chin took him aside and showed him some delightfully colored and finely 
detailed cents dated 1794. He then showed Mr. Bisecting a copy of Dr. William 
H. Sheldon’s book on large cents and went on to explain that there were 56 different 
collectible die varieties, 7 different non-collectible die varieties, plus 2 which 
have a different edge device and are also considered non -collectible of just this 
mintage year alone. One point especially struck in Mr. Bisecting’s mind - no one 
person had ever obtained an example of each variety even in a life-long effort! 

Mr. Double Chin elaborated on the most famous varieties and somehow or other 
infected Mr. Bisecting with 1794 cent disease. 

Mr. Bisecting sold off his BU dollars in order to finance his new cent pursuit. 
Mr. Double Chin invited Mr. Bisecting to participate in a game of Old Cent Whist 
whenever his collection was ready for competition. In the meantime, Mr. Double 
Chin infected several medicos with seventeen-ninety-fouritis but they eventually 
tired of the pursuit. Meanwhile, Mr. Double Chin kept his whist table covered 
with velvet, awaiting the day when Mr. Bisecting would be ready for a whist match. 

Several years later, Mr. Bisecting let Mr. Double Chin know that he was now 
ready for a friendly game of whist. The ensuing game was a spirited match, since 
Mr. Bisecting had made remarkable progress with his collection. Now they plan a 
periodic get-together for Old Cent Whist with their ever-improving sets of 1 794 
cents. Often they mesmerize back to the early days when Dr. George P. French 
and Mr. Howard R. Newcomb pioneered the game of Old Cent Whist. Both collectors 
agree that the cents largely stay the same - only the players seem to change.

PROOF CENT AUCTION RESULTS 1952-1981 


Pete Smith 


BACKGROUND 

Before I could write about proof large cents, there was a lot I needed to 
learn. Most of what I know came from Walter Breen’s E ncyc lo pedia of United 
States and Colonial Proo f Co ins 172 2-1977. Another important reference is 
Unit ed Stat es C opp er Cents 1816-1857 by Howard R. Newcomb. These books will 
tell you more than I can. For those who may not have access to the books, I 
offer some brief background. 

Newcomb wrote a description of standards for intentional proof strikes. Proof 
coins requires some or all of the following: special handling, polished dies, 
polished planchets, multiple strikes. The coins produced have some or all of 
these characteristics: mirrorlike fields, dull or frosted devices, perfect 
sharp strikes, complete border beading, squared borders, central detail in 
the stars. 

Some coins appear to have proof obverses but only uncirculated reverses. 

These are referred to as one sided proofs. In my notes I show them as P/U. 

A coin struck as a proof may not survive as a proof. Cleaning, mishandling, 
or wear may damage proof features. It may be difficult to determine if a 
particular coin started as a proof or a business strike. Experts have been 
known to disagree. Sellers tend to exercise the benefit of the doubt. A 
"possible proof strike" should be approached with caution. 

A coin listed as a proof in an auction catalog or sales brochure may not meet 
Breen's proof standards. There are many examples of coins listed as proof in 
one sale but not called proof in another sale. 

No cent prior to 1817 meets the criteria as a proof coin. A few exceptional 
pieces which have survived are considered presentation pieces. 

PROOF CENT PRICE TRENDS 

For my earlier articles I studied sales over a five year period. This time I 
decided to go back 30 years so that some exceptional sales could be included. 

I started with the 1952 ANA sale which included the Homer K. Downing (HKD) 
cents. Thirteen proofs sold at an average price of $98.54. Prices ranged 
from $53 and $55 for two 1855 N-10's to a high of $290 for 1821 N-l. In 
general price corresponded to rarity. 

The next sale studied was Stack's "Anderson Dupont" sale in 1954. About 39 
proofs sold at an average of $124.33. Price followed rarity with some notable 
exceptions. For example, the common 1857 N— 3 s s brought more than the rare 
N— 5, A possibly unique 1857 with obverse of N— 4 brought the lowest price. 

The third sale from the 50' s was Kossoff's T. James Clarke sale of 1956. (TJC) 
Over 50 proofs were offered although several of these have been discredited or 
doubted by Breen. I recorded 47 of them at an average price of $128.83. The 
questionable condition of some coins was reflected by below average prices. 
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i also decided to include Stack's TAD sale of 1976. Several coins from this 
1 l W€ ? e used by Breen for establishment of values in 1977. The sale also 
marks the reappearance of 10 coins from the Dupont sale. The sale had 14 
proofs at an average of $1460.71. 

The Dupont-TAD coins present an opportunity to see how the same coins 
performed in two sales 22 years apart. The 1820 N-10 (Dupont 591-TAD 88) is 
questionable as a proof and brought only 3.89 times more in 1976 than in 1954. 
typical com from this group increased in value 15 times over 22 years.

PPear relate m ° re tD rarity than do the P ri ces from 
1976 81. I suspect that condition is more important today. I also suspect 

that the auction process may not provide a true indication of current value. 

A coin may sell for half the estimate or double the estimate. This would 
not mean that the estimate was wrong but rather than there was unusual 
competition on the bidding.

CAN IT GET ANY BETTER THAN THIS? 

Frank Wilkinson 

I've known Jim McGuigan arid Roger Cohen since 1975 and 1976 respectively. 
Jim bought some half cents from me when I sold my collection in 1978, and I've 
advised him on a few other purchases. When I came to Michigan State University 
for graduate school in 1978, it was convenient for me to go frequently to Ann 
Arbor to see Jim's growing collection. Although I have corresponded with Roger 
about rarity, die breaks, and half cent history, until recently I had seen only a 
few of Roger's coins. I had really wanted to see his collection, but had never been 
able to make it East. Thus, I had to be content with just a list of his coins and I 
tried to remember the few coins I had seen before he bought them. Hence, when 
Jim began making challenges to Roger for a whist match, I told Jim that I wanted 
to be there. The whist match was finally set up for September 25, and was to be 
held at Jim's and Dave McGuigan *s home in Pittsburgh. 

The match was scheduled to start at 4 in the afternoon, but it didn't. The 
social amenities had to be attended to first — like shooting the breeze about just 
everything such as the buying habits of an EAC member who is trying to hoard 
low-grade varieties, watching Penn State defeat Nebraska on TV, looking at a few 
half cents, and waiting for and eating world-famous pizza. To those who have 
never attended one of these events, these social amenities are a prerequisite . 

They add a great deal of 'personableness' to the gathering. 

This wasn't a whist match in the usual sense. First of all, there were 10 
judges: Gene Braig, Marvin Evans, Steve Fischer, Ron Guth, Joe Kane, Richard 
Shimkus, R. Tettenhorst, Don Valenziano, Bob Yuell, and me. Secondly, each 
judge kept score separately, and there was no final disposition as to which coin 
was better. Basically, everyone present got to see some truly superb half cents. 

Jim and Roger sat next to each other and each put his coins of the same 
variety on a felt tray which was then passed around to all of the judges. Since 
there were five or six trays, it seemed like we were always looking at coins, 
taking notes, or just plain drooling. Since the match was not a really competitive 
one ala French-Newcomb, I'll try to describe a few of the coins we saw. 

The match started with two beautiful 1 793-1 *s. One was an EF45 with a minor 
edge nick, while the other was a 'regular 40'. Most preferred the 40, but since 
I am the official reporter. 

Around 1977, I told Jim to hurry up and buy a nice 1793-4 since that variety, 
not the 1 793—1 , is the rarest 1793. Jim heeded my advice, but the coin he bought 
had been stripped previously and was poorly recolored. I told him to wrap the 
coin in strips of a brown grocery bag, which he did, and the coin re-toned enough 
to edge out the AU coin having a large planchet lamination and which is plated in 
Roger's new book. 

The 1 794’s were something else! For instance, theAU Robison la beat cut 
an EF40! A VF20 and finest known 1b beat a G6. We had the pleasure of seeing 
two Condition Census 2a's - one a 40, the other a 35. Roger had two examples in 
Good of the very rare 2b - one with and the other without the clash. We saw the 
finer of the semi-unique 3b which was also the discovery specimen. The 4a was 
was a tough one for the loser - his 40 was pitted against an elegant 60+ with red. 
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and this was later repeated on the 1794—9. The two 5a s s were VF30 — same 
sharpness and surface for each — but one had slightly better color, and this was 
the first of many to be decided by color alone. All the 1794 6a's and 7’ s were 
pedigreed: the Rawls 6a in Fine fared well against the NN56th-FEW VG7, and 
the VF20 Brobston 7 lost to the Rawls proof-like EF45. Shock of shocks occurred 
when the *94-8 in Fine with the die break (I had cherried it on the '77 ANA bourse 
floor) won out on color. 

The 1 795 's were also superb. (We were seen to learn that all years were well 
represented.) An AU50 lettered-edge-with-pole beat out a proof-like VF30. I was 
again surprised when I saw a red proof-like EF40 lettered punctuated date. I had 
never seen anything before like these two red proof— like specimens. Next we saw 
two very attractive 1795-3's; one was a VF20 with HALF CENT strong and with 
a nice color; the other was a tan VG10, The Brobston— Miles 1795—4 knowledgeably 
graded as AU50 lost out to an off-center but fully-struck EF45. A little later we 
saw the Conway Belt 1 795-5b in MS65, with full mint red and struck over an off- 
center S-76 cent! Both 1795-6b's were FI 2, and each one lays claim to being 
•finest known’ j although I had a slight preference for one of them. 

In my prior reports of whist matches and half cent happenings, no 1796 half 
cents had turned up, but not this time! Including these examples owned by the 
judges, there were 9 specimens present! In the match, the AU55 Dupont no-pole 
variety met a VG and a G - a judge had a fourth example. A MS example with 
pole edged a VG specimen . The owner of the MS coin also has the AU showers 
coin in his back-up box. One of t tie judges actually preferred the Showers coin 
since the MS example had been cleaned and lacquered. Two of the judges also 
had a nice example of the 1 796 with pole. 

About this time, I said "If anyone is bored, he can leave". But no one left. 

One of the contestants asked me which one of his AIJ 1797—1 's was better, and I 
told him that it didn't matter since the Blaisdell MS 60 would be a sure-fire 
winner. Roger had two 1797's with gripped edge - one looked like it had gear 
marks on the edge, while the other had large sections of metal removed. All of us 
examined these two coins closely so that we'd know next time what to look for. 

The 1800-1 , the only variety of the year, was neat too. The winner was the 
MS 67 specimen from the 1980 ANA sale. It is blazing red with a full cartwheel. 
The losing specimen was MS65 or better, also full red, but the color was very 
mellow - in fact, I had never seen such a color before. 

The winning 1802-1 was a very clean G6. We also saw the discovery specimen 
of the variety the Alvord-McCaw-Neil-Brobston-Gentury-Hughes-Bilancia-very 
happy Current Owner VG8, courtesy of one of the judges. I’ve always admired 
Jim’s 1802-2 and feel that it has the color and surface of a 30-coin, but Jim only 
grades it a 1 5 based on sharpness . It lost to a coin with those same superlative 
features but has the sharpness of a 25! 

The most noteworthy aspects of the 1803 half cents are that nice ones are 
still hard to come-by, and the 1803-2 is high R5. A VF20 of that variety - it had 
an intermediate die break - beat a VF30 late state which was slightly rough and 
scratched. 

Three examples of the R7 1804-2 were in the competition: the ex Ungar coin, 
the discovery piece ex Hazelcorn— Breen— Hansen— WKR—Munde— Current Owner, and 
the ex Loring specimen (Dennis looks for and finds half cents too). A VF25 which 
is the second or third finest known beat out: a FI 2 of the high R5 1804-4. The 
1 804-5 was an interesting match-up - both competitors agreed that the AU55 early 
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state example was better (there was no bulge in the field), but I preferred the late 
state coin even though it had two dark spots. The 1804—6 is a whole article in 
itself. One collector had his 19 die states with him, although one of the judges 
looked them over and said that there were only 16 states. Another of the judges 
had a VG perfect die reverse to make it at least 17 . 

In 1980, I told John Wright that an 1804-7 which he had seen was, according 
to my notes, the finest known example of that variety. The coin was AU50, had 
nice color, reflective surfaces, and a small planchet clip. John bought the coin 
and then traded it for a slew of large cents and a Colonial. That particular coin 
beat out a 40 which is probably third or fourth finest known. The 1804-8 was a 
60/50 match, but the story here was that the owner of the MS piece keeps his 
coins wrapped-up in a cotton cloth. This fact brought a lot of comment about 
possible damage to his coir via jostling and the like. "Well," he said, "my 
1804-8 is from the Brobston sale. " He had me read aloud the description of the 
lot in the Brobston catalogue, and I can attest that his coin looks just like it was 
described 19 years ago. The 1804-9 was very nice too. Jim and Roger each had 
top-notch examples of the perfect and broken obverse 1804-9's, and one of the 
judges showed his two coins which can best be described as "better than can be 
believed." The anecdotes that were told along with the 1804— 12's were as inter- 
esting as the coins themselves. The winning example had been purchased from 
Del Bland a few years ago, but it had been owned by Del before that - he got it 
back as winnings in a backgammon game. The losing coin was a nice MS coin 
with an edge nick - it had been bought for $4. back in the 1950's. As Roger said 
after the match, "Is $2,000. enough to pay for a 5-point upgrade?" 

The years 1805 and 1806 were uneventful except that the winning 1805-1 had 
been purchased from the loser several years ago. The loser still prefers his own 
coin. I am pleased to say that the plate of the discovery specimen of the 1808-1 
does not do the coin justice. Yes, there is a rough area, but ovei — all, the coin 
is an attractive chocolate brown with smooth surfaces. The 'common* 8 over 7 
was won by a score of 40 to 30, and the really common normal date by 60 to 50. 

The 1 309-1 is one variety which Jim and Roger were (and still are) convinced 
that each has the finest known. One has a bit sharper strike, but it has been re- 
colored and has a couple of marks on the obverse; the other coin is a textbook 
40. I called it a tie. Each can be rightfully proud of his own example. Most of 
the rest of the 1809's were 60 to 50 scores, with each one winning a few. Both 
1810's were full MS, but neither had the super color which we were accustomed 
to seeing on the common varieties from 1804 through 1806. 

While we were driving home the next day, Marvin Evans told Gene Braig and 
me that he especially liked both the 1811-1 's which he saw. The two coins in the 
match each had the 4-star break, and I have no record of any other with the break 
being nicer than the two we saw. Both were EF45, one being slightly better than 
the other. The 1811-2's were just as close, and they graded EF40. It is my 
opinion that the more common 1811-2 is rarer in nice conditions than the 1811-1 . 
But if you want to prove me wrong by showing me a few AU-oi — better 1 81 1 -2's, 
I'll introduce you to some eager buyers! 

The 1825-1 matchup was quite interesting to me. I happened to be visiting 
Jim while he was still in Ann Arbor and he showed me a partial date set that he'd 
received through the mail. The owner wanted to sell the collection, but he had 
horribly over-graded end even more horribly ovei — priced the coins, so that Jiffv 
had decided to send them back. I mentioned to Jim that the set did have a nice 
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1825-1 , and he replied that it had a bad edge cut. I said that it might be the edge 
lump which Ron Guth had written about in P— W in 1975. We looked again at the 
coin, and it was a lump. Then we went to Jim's bank and compared this piece 
with Jim’s collection coin, and the new one was of a different die state and in 
better condition than the coin in his collection. Jim made the fellow a counter- 
offer on the set — an offer which was more in line with the market value of the 
coins — and the fellow accepted. Anyway, this tan EF45 is a super— looking coin, 
and at first glance is more attractive than the MS65 coin which Roger owns and 
which he has plated in his book. Presumably, a person could collect 45— grade 
and 50-grade coins which look as nice or nicer than many of the more expensive 
MS pieces! (I really don’t care if condition-conscious EACers consider this to 
be heretical.) 

1 826 and 1 828 came and went with essentially all MS coins. 1 829 was a choice 
between two MS65’s, one of which was 40 per cent red, the other 20 per cent. 

1831 was another story in itself. Both examples were 40’s, with one having only 
a slightly better color and surfaces. Roger also displayed his duplicate, ex Miles, 
which elicited three more specimens from the judges. Can you ever imagine six 
circulated 1831 original half cents on one tray? These included the Atwater, 
Garrett, Miles, and Walton specimens. Ron Guth said that these were worthy of 
a photography session, so he photographed them all. It was fun to figure out 
which coin belonged to whom after the pictures had been taken , as some of the 
pieces were nearly identical. Roger told me a funny story about the Miles coin. 

He submitted a mail bid at an auction and the bid should have gotten him the coin, 
but it didn't. Roger asked why, and the auction house replied, "Your bid arrived 
late." One of the judges then piped up and suggested that Roger's bid may have 
arrived while the auction was going on. Roger then answered, saying, "Well, I 
got the lot just before and just after the 1831 ! " When he finally got the piece, 
he thought of selling it, but has since decided to keep it since the specimen was 
so- elusive to acquire. (Now who was it that invented the back-up principle?) 

The years 1832 to 1857 were represented mostly by MS coins, and most of 
these were red 63's, 65's, or 70's, depending upon one's definition of these very 
high grades. The match ended around 2 A.M. , and it was a virtual tie. Six 
judges had Jim ahead* fhree had Roger slightly ahead, and there was Ron who 
didn't judge all the coins since his time was occupied by photographing the 1831 's. 

The conclusions: Jim and Roger have top-notch examples of essentially all 
half cents struck for circulation. Grading the MS coins is extremely subjective, 
as nearly everyone had Roger ahead by one point when we took a break after see- 
ing the 1804-9 coins. It is my own observation that EAC members own a dis- 
proportionate percentage of the top— grade half cents, even of 1793 and 1796. 

Hence the market for these coins is thin . 

On Sunday morning, half cent nuts were scurrying around everywhere to 
catch planes, looking at catalogues, and still playing whist. Bob Yuell whisted 
with Marvin Evans and Don Valenziano. Bob lost to Don but beat Marvin. Marve, 
Gene, and I were the last to leave. We were well aware that we'd seen the two 
very best half cent collections in the country, with something like 159 Condition 
Census specimens between the two. 

I would like to thank Jim and Roger in behalf of all of us for showing their 
coins, and I'd like to express my thanks to Jim McGuigan and his brother Dave 
for feeding and housing us. I'd also like to express my appreciation to Gene 
Braig for his round-trip service from Cleveland to Pittsburgh.

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REGIONAL EAC MEETING, NY-NJ SECTION

Fall activities for EAC in the New York-New Jersey Region began on Saturday 
October 2, at the GENA Convention in Manhattan, Doug Walcutt had arranged for 
a room to be available at the Statler Hotel for our use that afternoon.

A major topic for discussion at this meeting was the "Large Cent Overdates". 
In this connection, copies were distributed of a listing of true overdates (as 
distinct from merely recut dates and from inverted dates such as 1844/81 and 
1851/81). These sheets provided current data on rarity, market factor, and 
Condition Census for each case. 

In the ensuing discussion of these true overdates, special note was taken of 
the frequent N-1 , N-8 variety confusion surrounding the famous and at one time 
controversial 1826/5. Indeed, it was gleefully noted that, at the auction session 
just the night before, both of these varieties were offered, sold, and predictably 
mis- identified as to overdating. The case was also made at the meeting that the 
infamous 1804 restrike cent ought properly to be included in any overdate list, 
since a surviving '3' clearly shows under the last digit of the altered date as a 
reminder of the legitimate S-261 precursor to the illegitimate product. At one 
point in the discussion. Herb Silberman remarked that the R8 1800 NC6 had been 
emitted inadvertently from the list. With its inclusion then, thirty-five true large 
cent overdates were recognized. 


Many large cents were placed on informal display, including a representative 
sampling of the overdate varieties. At least two S-272*s, the elusive 1807 small 
7 over 6, were on hand. Herb Silberman exhibited two remarkable and recent ac- 
quisitions: a 1794 NC8 and an 1800 NC4. The former is only the second known 
example of its variety. The latter coin vividly shows the unmistakable pair of die 
breaks in the left obverse field which ironically led the source dealer to apologeti- 
cally offer the piece as 'struck off center*. Intriguing question: does this 1800 
NC4 fit the descritpion of the VG8 coin listed by Denis Loring in the revised census 
as being 'lost in the mails'? Another spectacular coin shown to appreciative on- 
lookers was Fred Borcherdt's high-grade 1835 N-4 with a dramatic reverse cud, 
bidin the night before at Kagin's auction. 

Attendees were reminded that the next regional meeting, to be held November 
6 at the Grand Central Coin Convention, would be devoted to grading problems.

U.S. Civil War Store Cards

A new printing has been produced of the second edition of this standard reference work. 
The second edition incorporates a number of corrections and additions improving on the original 
published by the Civil War Token Society. A supplement of new discoveries tabulated by 
Jon Harris from the collection of the American Numismatic Society is also included as a reprint 
from the Civil War Token Society pamphlet. 

This hardbound 704-page second edition included an Introduction, Die Conversion Tables, 
a series of Die Diagnostic Charts by Jack Detwiler, enlargements of photographs of Reverse Dies 
and the individual state-by-state listings of Store Cards with catalog number, Reverse Die 
Numbers, Metal, Edge, Inscription and Rarity Number. The rarity data may in some cases now be 
obsolete and the valuation table in the introduction is now ancient history. 

This edition is reduced to a 6x8 V 2 trim size and the type accordingly is smaller than the 
original volume. The Fuld volume is the current definitive reference work on the series and is 
essential for all those interested in the series or the monetary history of the American Civil War.

It was called unique in the Bushnell catalogue, but now there are four known. 
It is the shilling by I. Chalmers with ONE SCI in the center of the obverse and 
thirteen joined rings on the reverse. This piece was sold in the Mickley sale 
(1868) for $50. It recorded the outstanding price of $110. in the Bushnell sale. 
An example (ex Jenks, 1921) sold at Garrett III (1980) for $75,000. The Garrett 
catalogue calls this a 'landmark variety', and indeed it is. 

The Robison sale (1982) by Stack's included a fine group of Chalmers' 
coinage, and price comparisons with the Bushnell sale are as follows: 


My, my! Have times (and prices) changed! 

A Harry Standish piece sold in the Robison sale for $21 ,000. A similar 
piece (Lot 1002) sold 100 years earlier in the Bushnell sale for, (would you . 
believe?), $23. I would purchase a roll at that price! 

One of the most beautiful of the Colonial tokens is the Myddelton token. 

A design of Hope presenting two children to Liberty and a reverse of Britannia 
seated on a globe make this piece a true work of art. A silver specimen in the 
Bushnell sale sold for $27., with the scarcer bronze piece realizing $24.25. 

An example with the reverse COPPER COMPANY OF UPPER CANADA 
brought $41 .25. All three pieces were brilliant proofs. Similar examples in 
Garrett III were sold for $6,750., and $3,600. respectively. 

The Bushnell sale contained one of the most extensive collections of 
Washingtonia ever assembled (see Plate VII included herewith). Lot 1244, a 
•Washington Born Virginia piece' in silver, a valuable and most desirable coin, 
brought $55., a copper specimen realized $9.50. The Garrett IV example of the 
copper brought a whopping $22,500., while the silver piece realized $9,000. 

The Washington section was highlighted by a group of fabulous half dollars. 
Lot 1248 was the 1 792 Washington half dollar with 13 stars. Only about 6 
examples of this piece are (mown. The Bushnell specimen realized $126. A 
comparable example in Garrett IV brought $8,000. 

Lot 1 751 was the legendary 1 792 silver Washington half dollar by Getz. 

This great American classic sold for $24,500. in Garrett IV, and the relatively 
high price of $61 . in 1882. The copper specimen sold for $32,000. in Garrett 
as opposed to $50. in Bushnell. 

The unique 1792 Large Eagle silver half dollar was the next. This was 
'very highly prized by Mr. Bushnell' and sold for $365. , one of the highest 
prices realized in the sale. Ninety-nine years later in Garrett IV it sold for 
$16,500.

Another Washington classic was lot 1250, the Roman Head cent. This 
extremely rare piece fetched only $60. at the Bushnell sale, but a bid of $13,000. 
won the example sold in Garrett IV. It was a superb addition to any collection. 

These were some of the highlights of the many outstanding examples of 
Washingtonia in this sale - a collection which would be nearly impossible to 
duplicate today. 

On Saturday, June 24, 1882, this magnificent sale ended after five days of 
spirited numismatic bidding. The sale was most successful. It realized 
$13,900 . 47, making it the largest sale ever held in America up to that time. 

But most importantly, it ushered in the 'Age of the chapmans' and the beginning 
of the modern auction catalogue - two events for which we current numismatists 
owe a great deal of gratitude. I hope that I have repaid some of that debt with 
these articles celebrating the 100th anniversary of the celebrated and valuable 
collection of Charles I. Bushnell.

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SYPE SAYS 


John R . Syoe 

I attended the Wisconsin State Numismatic Association show in Milwaukee 
during October 8 to 1 0 and heard some things which might be of interest to 
EACers: 

1 . One of the dealers there complained long and loud to me about one of our 
members who, it seems, had picked a big cherry from him arid then boasted far 
and wide about how he had ripped off that particular dealer. The dealer told me 
that he is now disinclined to deal with EACers, or indeed, any one whom he sees 
carrying with him a copy of PENNY WHIMSY. 

2. I stopped at the ANACS table there for the pleasure of having a couple of my 
VF's overgraded as XF's, and I had an interesting chat with one of the graders. 

(I forget his name.) He said that the people at ANACS are really interested in 
learning more about copper and how to grade it. He thought that an invitation by 
EAC to ANACS graders to attend the annual EAC convention would be welcomed, 
especially if an instructional program for their benefit were provided. 

He was interested particularly in the problem of how a coin's surface quality 
affects the grade. ANACS now tends to ignore surface when grading early copper. 
He thought that an exhibit of coppers with varying surfaces and of varying grades, 
prepared by E'ACers for temporary use of ANACS for instructional purposes, 
might be valuable. It sounds good to me. I have a piece or two which I would be 
willing to lend for that purpose if other EACers like the idea. 

3. Concerning the recent sale by Stacks on October 20-22: I'll bet that some 

EACers will be surprised to hear that the sale contained several coins from 
Ruby I although they were not described as such. Some of them were important 
coins. For example, lot 635 was described in the Stack's catalogue as follows: 

"1800 S-198. A very rare variety. Very Good 8, mainly because 
of the porous surface . From point of wear, the coin is really an 
upper level Fine. A Rari.ty-7 and nearly a Condition Census item." 
(Emphasis added.) 

My informant who attended the sale tells me that this was indeed the Ruby S-1 98 
(now R6, indeed VG8, and tied for fourth in the revised Condition Census). 

Stack's did not plate the coin. 

The S-210, lot 637, plated in the catalogue, is also ex Ruby, as a compari- 
son of the plates clearly shows. Likewise, lot 644, S-238, a revised Condition 
Census coin although not noted as such (or as ex Ruby) by Stacks, was also 
listed. Gnash your teeth, everyone.

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LOOKING AT LARGE CENT ERRORS 


Part 6 


John S. Ashby, Jr. 

EACers might think that I do not hold the off-center large cent error coins 
in the same esteem that I hold the double-strike pieces, since it has taken six 
articles for me to even discuss them. However, this is not the case. Actually, 
in reviewing my collection which runs in the neighborhood of 125 pieces, I have 
noticed that about one-third are double-strikes, another third are off-centers, 
and the last third falls into a miscellaneous group. 

I have made it a rule-of-thumb with off-center pieces not to include any which 
are less than ten per cent off-center unless they date back to the 1700's. Of 
course, the larger percentage of the coin that is off-center, the more valuable the 
coin is. 



My first example of an off-center coin is a 1794 S-31 which is about 10 per 
cent off-center to the right. You will notice that LIBERTY has been cut nearly 
in half, and the denticles show very prominently on the left side of the coin. 
Outside of having an edge bump on the obverse which I think came in the minting 
of the coin, along with a ding mark on the reverse, this is a fairly nice example 
of an off-center large cent. All of the letters are readable except those which 
were omitted because of the coin being off-center. The date is very strong. I 
purchased this coin in November, 1978. 

A second example of an off-center large cent is one which is 50 per cent off- 
center and doesn't show any date. However, with the 50 per cent of the coin that 
does show, the piece is still attributable, being an 1802 S-236. In addition to 
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being off-center, the coin also has a small clip at 3 o’clock and a very interest- 
ing cud— like formation above the ST in STATES on the reverse. I also 
purchased this coin in November, 19?’8. For the most part, I have had a very 
difficult time trying to find any pre-1807's that are this far off-center. At the 
ANA convention which was held in Houston a few years back, I saw a Braided 
Hair cent which was approximately 95 per cent off-center. The coin was in 
excellent condition, and the date could be seen at 1 2 o'clock. As I remember, 
the piece sold for $500. 

Next issue, J will discuss a nice 1847 large cent which is approximately 50 
per cent off-center and also a unique double-struck 1835 cent.

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UNCERTAINTIES IN GRADING "UNCIRCULATED" EARLY COPPER TOKENS 

Part I: Grading and Attribution Exercise 

David M. Gale 

One of the most difficult tasks in numismatics today is distinguishing between 
truly Uncirculated coins and those which are About Uncirculated. Indeed, it has 
become an economic necessity to give this subject very careful thought. The 
problem is even more complicated for early copper coins and tokens because of 
the metal's extreme sensitivity to the environment. 

In this article, I’m providing close-up photographs of early U.S. merchant 
tokens to serve as a grading quiz. In Part II, I'll report on the results of the 
exercise and discuss the grading problem in greater detail. 

All of the tokens pictured here are copper; and all, except one, are listed 
and pictured in Rulau-1 1 1 ( U.S. Merchant Tokens 1845-1860 ). The one not 
listed is a very well-known piece. The photographs are 7-10 X enlarged (4-8X 
is recommended for grading by the ANA). All the tokens are defect-free and 
would be considered commercially "uncirculated". Assume that the portions 
you see are representative . The tokens have been grouped by obverse and 
reverse, with the obverse being shown on the left. 

If you wish to get a full perspective of each token, you can do so by referring 
to Russell Rulau’s "U.S. Merchant Tokens 1845-1860", as follows:

FURTHER COMMENTS ON RARITY 
E. Larry Knee 

Those members interested in the subject of rarity will find the following 
paragraph of interest: 

"Dr. Sheldon then presented his views on revision of the rarity rating 
structure in the new book and said that he felt that there should be a 
softening of the exact division points between rarity numbers as well as a 
general relaxing of the current standards. He proposed, as an example, 
that R6 might read something like 'no more than 30 or 40 specimens 
known'. He stated that the rarity 1 to 8 system would be retained, 
however, and that it would be made more elastic. Dr. Sheldon credited 
Mr. Blaisdell and John Wright for having proposed such changes and 
said that he agreed with them. He noted, however, that R8 would 
continue to be defined as 'unique - no more than three known'." 

This paragraph was extracted from the January 1 5, 1 972 issue of PENNY- 
WISE which reported Dr. Sheldon's views and others expressed at the 4th 
annual EAC meeting held in New York City.

GAMES COLLECTORS CAN PLAY

If you like to play games with your coppers, here are some for you to try: 

1. OLD WHIST KEEPERS, LOSERS WEEPERS: You take out your S-1 and 

I place down mine. If mine is better, then I keep both. If you don't have a S-1 , 
then I keep mine but you pay me the current fair market value of my piece. 

Then on to S-2. This simple game can create excitement never thought of 
before . 

2. OLD CENT SLAP: This game is also noted for its excitement, especially 

among the younger set. Each player takes his large cents out of their holders 
and places them loose into separate bowls. Then stir thoroughly, after which 
each player removes a coin from the bowl and lays it on the table. When a 
player notes that each has played the same variety, he "slaps" the pile and wins 
both coins played. If he slaps the pile but it is proven that the varieties are not 
the same, then the other player wins. This game is usually played until one 
player owns both bowls of coins . 

3 . OLD CENT ANTE POKER: This game is regular poker but played with 

large cents as chips. This game is for those on a limited budget as very few 
large cents exchange hands. Let's see now. I'll see your S-264 and raise you 
two S-79's. 

4. NEW CENT WHIST: New cent whist is played with new cents. My 1982 

Memorial cent is BU - tied in CC with a billion others versus yours. This 
doesn't sound real exciting, but there is something new every year. 

5. WHIST CENT CENT: Most all of the members have played this game but 

most likely did not keep score properly. I buy a cent from a seller for $100. 
The coin is worth $75. Let's see now, he has 10,000 points, I have one. 

While I don't like any of the above games, perhaps some members will 
enjoy them. I suppose, that with minor changes, the above games could be 
adopted by the half-a-cent collectors; but really, boys, OLD HALF CENT
